New Year. 


"Probably the .nicest of all 
holiday sea.sons Is Christmas 
with Its colorful lights and 
decorations, its excitement, 
fun and exchange of gifts, 
but all of this can be 
changed in an instant when 
a beautiful Christmas tns> 
becomes a blazing torch and 
a home a raging inferno, 
if proper safeguards are not 
practiced,” .said Rich a r d 
Probart, chief of the Sierra 
Madre Volunteer Fire De- 
pa rtmerrt. 

Every year fire depart¬ 
ments witness joy tum^ to 
sadness and disaster when 
common sen.se rules of fire 
safety arc ignored irv the 
home or business place," re¬ 
ported Chief Probart. 

The Chief, In all serious¬ 
ness, gives you these safety 
tips . . . Every year he has 
done so, and it is no telling 
how many lives and homes 
have bwn saved in Sierra 
Madre. Still some ignore 
them and are caught in the 
web of sadness and disaster. 
They arc: 

Be sure to purchase a 
fre.shly cut tree. Place it in 
water or wet sand alter cut¬ 
ting off at least one Inch 
at the bottom, and on an 
angle. Beware of any tret* 
with brittle or .sheddi n g 
needles. Keep water level up 
and sand wet. Whe.n water 
absorption stops, immediate¬ 
ly discard the tree as it Is 
five times the hazard at this 
point. 

Keep trees away from all 
heat sources such as radia¬ 
tors, heaters, hot air ducts, 
TV sets, fireplaces, etc. Heat 
dries out trees a.nd makes 
them a "tlnderbox" that will 
literally explode if they 
catch fire. 

Don’t rely on self-applied 
aerosol sprays or other 
chemical treatmerrt to pro¬ 
tect your tree from fire, 
however, If used, only those 
approved by the State Fire 


Marshal arc recommended. 
Call William Kramer, fin- 
inspector, at 3.55-1414, for in- 
lormation on approved fire 
retardants. 

Never place your Christ¬ 
mas tree so that it blocks 
or partially blocks any exit. 

Short circuits can cause 
sc*rious fires. Inspect last 
year’s lights closely. If there 
is frayed or worn Insulation, 
loose bulb soe.kets, broken 
plugs or other damage . . . 
don’t risk using it. Replace 
them. 


Los Angeles City Attorney 
Burt Pines warned holiday 
partyglvers about the legal 
dangei-s of serving drinks to 
obviously intoxicated per¬ 
sons who then drive away 
from the party and cause an 
accident 

"Nobody likes to be called 
a Scrooge on the first day 
of the Christmas season,” 
Pines said, "but anyone who 
hosts a party should be 
aware of his or her potential 
legal responsibility for a per¬ 
son who has too many and 
hits the road. Sometimes the 
drinker hits someone else be¬ 
fore getting home. The per¬ 
son who gets hit may be able 
to sue the partyglver under 
recent legal developments. 

"Just last year, in the 
case of Coffman v. Kennedy, 
a California appeals court 
held that a host who fur¬ 
nishes drinks to an intoxi¬ 
cated person at a private 
party may be respon.sible for 
injuries caused to an inno¬ 
cent third person as a result 
of drunk driving,” Pines 
.noted. 

“This whole area of third, 
party liability for serving 
intoxicated persons has been 
expanding since the land¬ 
mark Vesley v. Sanger ruling

In 1971, which held that a 
bar owner can face civil 
liability for serving some¬ 
one who is obviously Intoxi¬ 
cated,” lio said. 

In addition, citizens can 
face criminal prosecution for 
providing alcohol, even in 
their own homes, to “an ob¬ 
viously intoxicated person.” 
While the statute has gen¬ 
erally apoliod to bar owners, 
there is no exception in the 
law for private individuals. 
Such a criminal case would 
be extremely rare, Pines 
ncted, because of the diffi¬ 
culty of getting persons to 
testify against their host. 

Pines indicated that this Is 
an area where potential civil 
liability may serve as a more 
effect deterrent than crim¬ 
inal sanctions. 

The City Attorney couxlud- 
ed that his goal was “to 
encourage everyone to act 
responsibly at parties and 
thereby cut down on holi¬ 
day drunk - driving deaths 
and injuries.” 

In the past. Pines has 
warned City officials about 
the potential liability the 
City may face In the event 
employees leave holiday of¬ 
fice nartles In an intoxicatiHl 
condition and then drive.

May Reach $10-Million For 1978 


Steady Sales Gain Shown 
By Sierra Madre Merchants 

A new record for quarterly taxable sales in Cali¬ 
fornia was s«t during the second quarter of 1978 as 


totals topped $28.4 billion. 

George R. Reilly, chair- 
majt. State Board of Equali¬ 
zation, announced recently 
that the volume of business 
subject to sales or use tax 
jumped $3.6 billion during 
April - May - June over the 
same quarter In 1977, an in¬ 
crease of 14.7 per cent. 

Reilly added that growth 
was split almost evenly be¬ 
tween price Increases and 
actual sales volume. The 
average quarterly rise in 
prices from the previous 
year was 7.4 per cent, so 
tliat the real increase in sales 
volume In tenns of 1977 con¬ 
stant-value dollars was 7.3 
per cent. Comparable growth 
In actual sales during the 
first three months of 1978 
had been only 4.7 per cent. 
Taxable sales activity, said 
Reilly, accelerated markedly 
from the first to the second 
quarter. 

Sierra Madre businesses 
and retail stores did not 
kf«p pace with the whole of 
the State of California, but 
did hold to the average for 
the Los Angeles County area 
for increased business for 
the second quarter of 1978, 
however they certa inly 
showed a nice increa s e, 
which has been the trend 
for Sierra Madre over the 
past several years. The clos¬ 
ing of the Sierra Madre 
Hardw.ire In the second 


quarter may have some 
bearing on this same quar¬ 
ter for next year, but would 
have had a substantial fig¬ 
ure for the second quarter 
of this year. 

In the quarterly report 
from George R. Reilly, chair¬ 
man of the State Board of 
Equalization stated that dur¬ 
ing the second quarter of 
3977, Sierra Madre had 64 
businesses holding Sales Tax 
Permits and they reported to 
the Board of Equalization 
and paid the sales tax on 
$1,686,000. Tliat the total 
businesses holding permits 
totaled 292 for the second 
quarter of 1977 and they re¬ 
ported a business of $2,335,- 
000. The same period of 1978 
has Jiow been completed and 
shows that In Sierra Madre 
a total of 66 businesses hold¬ 
ing retail sales permits did 
a total business of $1,778,000 
or an increase over the pre¬ 
vious year of 4.8 per cent. 
Totaling all businesses in 
Sierra Madre it showed that 
a total of 306 outlets in the 
City of Sierra Madre report¬ 
ed a total business for the 
second quarter of $2,605,000, 
or an increase of 11.6 per 
cent. Sierra Madre should 
reach the $10-million sales 
mark during 1978.

Housing Units Increase 7.3% 

Sierra Madre Population 
Stands At 12,260, Up 1 % 

Ranking No. 64 in population among the Los Angeles 
County 79 cities during the 1970 census. Sierra Madre 
now places at No. 67 for the year 1978. 


Population of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre during the 1970 census 
sliowed that they had a total 
of 12,140. Keeping an ac¬ 
curate report of all births, 
deaths and move ins and 
move outs the Los Angeles 
Regional Planning Council 
states that the population of 
Sierra Madre now stands at 
124J60, an increase of 120 
and just under 1 prer cent 
(.99). 

Totals for all cities in the 
county showed, from the re¬ 
port, that in increase in pop 
Illation since the 1970 census 
was 103,658 or a percentage 
increase of 1.73, but' the un¬ 
incorporated areas showed a 
drop in population of 62,207 
for a minus percentage of 
6.02, giving the County as a 
whole an increase of 41,451, 
or an increase in percentage 
of .59. The sources of this 
information comes from the 
United States Bureau of Cen¬ 
sus. Department of Regional 
Planning, quarterly Bulletin 
No. 139, dated January 1. 

In the field of housing, 
listed as bulletin No. 140, 
compiled by the Regional 
Planning Commission, dated 
April 1, 1978, shows that 
Sierra Madre on the Census 
reporting date in 1970 had a 
total of 4,444 housing units, 
and at the present time 


t- 

shows a total of 4,750, an in¬ 
crease of 316 units or 7.3 per 
cent increase. 

Sierra Madre is consistent 
with the whole of Los An¬ 
geles County which In¬ 
creased approximately forty 
thousand during 1978 for an 
estimated total population of 
7,124.000. This represents an 
increase of approximately 
80,000 since the 1970 census. 

In the county as a w’hole 
there were more births dur¬ 
ing 1977 than in any year 
since 1970, which totaled 
117,420, while for the same 
period the total of deaths 
fell to 56,388 an annual total 
only slightly higher than the 
year reported in 1962. This is 
the third consecutive year in 
which births have increased 
and the fourth in which 
deaths have declined. 

Since 1970 .until the pre¬ 
sent time the percentage of 
births showed that 43.2 per 
cent were white: 37.3 were 
Spanish surname; 14.5 were 
black and 5.0 were ,nar- 
white. In deaths the f)ercen- 
tage showed that 80.5 were 
white; 7.8 were Spanish; 10.0 
were black and 11.7 were 
non-white. These figu res 
were furnished by the Los 
Angeles County Department 
of Health Services.

George R. Reilly, chair¬

A New Rule! 

The Internal Revenue Service reminds working parents 
who plan to claim the credit lor child care expenses that 
they will be required to furnish the name, address, and 
Social Security Number of Employer Identification Number, 
of their babysitter on their 1978 federal income tax re¬ 
turn. 

In addition, providers of child or dependent care serv¬ 
ices must report amounts they receive, as income on their 
federal tax returns. According to Donald L. Stewart, Chief 
of the Examination Division in Southern California, the 
IRS is Irjcreasting its efforts to Insure that the Income 
reported is consistent with amounts claimed by parents 
who take the child care credit. 

Stewart said that parents who claim the child care 
credit must furnish identifying information about tlie child 
can* provider and the amount paid for their services on 
IRS Form 2441. "Credit for Child and Dependent Care Ebc- 
pensee." 

"Parents who pay for child care in order to work are 
eligible to claim credit for 20 percent of their actual child 
care expenses. Tlie maximum credit is $400 for one child 
and $800 for two or more children," said Stewart. 

Stewart added that the credit can be claimed by all 
taxpayers, regardless of Income, and includes not only 
the workday car** of children but also certain other eli¬ 
gible dependents. 

Much Needed!

JIahn's comments are ba.sed on a report he received 
from (k>unty Engineer Stephen Koonce, who was Instructed 
by the Board of .Supervisors to coivfer with Cal Tech seis- 
mologLsts to determine whether new developments of 
earlhq^ke predictions have been discovered. 

Metho:te of earthquake predictions have been at¬ 
tempted by the Russians, CTilnese and Americans. 

"Earthquake prediction me.hods are dependent upon 
historical record and stailstical estimates. One interesting 
concept of prediction is the dilatancy hypothesis which 
pertains to the enlargement of bedrock materials at a 
depth of five to ten kilometers, because of the cracking 
of earth under extreme high pres-sure and temi>erature,‘‘ 
llahn explained. 

"TTiis al.so involves the intrusion of groundwater into 
the op«*n cracks which causes a reduction in friction, an 
increase in primary seismic wave velocities and results in 
an eartliquake." 

Presently, much more scientific information is needed 
in ordt-r to discover a theor>’ which will permit consistent 
and reliable predlc.ions of a routine basis so that pre¬ 
cautions can be taken and lives saved, Hahn stressed.

Supposedly, each type of 
owl has its own voice pat¬ 
tern, from the kikikikiki of 
the hawk owl to the low, 
moa.ning hoooooo of the 
long-eared owl to the too, 
too, too, too, too of the saw- 
whet owl. The groat horned 
owl has its own particular 
call of four to eight hoots, 
determined by whether Its a 
male or a female. Often I’ll 
hear the familiar boo, hoo- 
oo, boo, hoo of the male. The 
female Is different with 
more hoots and a much low¬ 
er voice . . . lower by about 
three or four notes. 

On a cold, clear night last 
month my wife and I were 
on a short walk in the 
neighborhood. Suddenly we 
heard the almost gentle, soft 
hooting of a male great 
horned owl. Farther down 
the street was the lower 
pitched female’s hooting re¬ 
ply. This went on for a- 
while. Suddenly, flying 
across the brightly lit Au¬ 
tumn sky was the large 
shape of the male. We heard 
not a whisper of a feather 
Merely a very silent shape 
gliding through the night to 
jcin its mate. Netx week, an 
owl family in a secluded 
canyon.
